In addition, as discussed in detail below, the 
Applicant stresses that the Examiner's proposed combination of references is improper, because 
it changes the principle of operation and renders the features of the cited references inoperative 
for their intended purposes. See M.P.E.P. §§ 2143.01 and 2145. 
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
